FOR VIEWERS

ANOTHER TURN IN THE VIA-
DUCT LITIGATION,

Conrad Wensgel, Whose Property
Abuts on the Proposed Viaduct
Asked Court to Appoint Viewers
to Assess the Benefits and Dam-
ages—Progress of the Hearing of
the Keller Equity Buit, Yesterday,
Showing the Total Indebtedness of
Olty—Adjoumcd Till Wednesdny.

Another half day was spent yester-
day by Judge John 1, Kelly In hears
Ing the testimony and the arguments
thereon In Lthe equity sult  which
Lather Keller has brought to teat the
valldity of the West Lackuwanna ave-
nue viaduet ordinnnee, and partioular-
Iy what gecurlty the cltlzens whoze
properties are to he damuaged will have
In the way of Indemnification,

The plaintiff, through Attorneys
Burns and Streeter, still has the ooy,
Yesterday the plaintiff's side devoted
Itaelf entirely to plling up the clty's
Indebtedness, In an effort to show that
the propoged expendlture added to the
pregent Indebtedness will increasge the
eity's liabilitles beyond the two per
cent. limit,

In view of Judge Kelly's declglon,
Baturday, that the 250,000 worth of
bonds lssuced with the consent of the
people can not be consldered In arriv-
Ing at the margin still left for the cx-
pangion of the debt without n vote of
the people, the tagk of the plaintiff was
made extra arduous,

Deputy Controller Charles A, Hart-
ley  was the only witness  examined,
Mr. Burng was trying to have him
show what the tloating debt amounts
to In the way of judgments and inci-
dentals, but as no preparation of
thig evidence had been made, Judge
Kelly  andvised, out of consldera-
tion for time-saving, that adjourn-
nent be made I Wednesday morn-
Ing and that the witness in the mean-
time go over the books and get this
Information tabulated In convenlent
form.

THE INDEBTEDNESS,

Mr. Burng had the city debt up to
more than half a milllon, but by sub-
tracting the monevs and bcnds in the
sinking fund and the cash In the treas-
ury or due from collectors, and by sub-
tracting the $2050,000 bridge bonds and
other labilities, which the defense
claima are not computable in fizuring
on the two per cent, limit, Major War-
ren and City Solleitor Vosburg sue-
ceeded In cutting down the apparent
indebtedness to about $185,000,

To render unnecesgary another hear-
ing, In case the Saturday decision
should be reversed, Judge Kelly an-
nounced yesterday that he would hear
the evidence of the plaintiff on that
point.

BUY EGGS BY WEIGHT.

Otherwise You'll Get Cheated, Says
the Department of Agriculture.

In the latest year book of the Unit=
el Btates department of agriculturs
results are glven as to tests of egus
made aut the North Carolina experi-
ment s#tation, In  connection with
anme of 1ta recent poultry experiments,
the station recorderd Lthe welght of eggs
per dozen, a8 well as the numhber of
egs produced by pullets und old hens
of & number of well-known breeds nmd
by Pekin ducks during slx months.

Generally speaking, larger egge wera
Inid by hens than by pullets of the
saame breed, The cggs lald by the
Pekin ducks (old amwl young) were
heavier than those lald by any brosd
of hens, welghing 35,6 ounces piee
dozen., OF the different breeds of hens
rested, the largest eggs were lald hy
the Light Hrahmas, weighing @28
ounces per dogen, The 1Hack Lang-
shan and Parred Plymouth Rock hens'
eggs welghed a MHitle over 26 ounces
per dozen, while those lald by Single
Gomb Brown Leghorns, late hatched
Plymouth Rock, White Wyandotte and
Buff Cochin hens ranged from 21.7 to
9.7 ounces per dozen,

Of the pullets, the heaviest eggs
were laid by the RBlack Minoreas,
walghing 265 ounces, the lightest hy
the Single Comb BFrown Leghorn anld
gllver-laced Wyandottes, welghing 17.5
and 221 ounces per dogen respectively,
The Barred Plymouth Rock, White
Plymouth Rock, White Wyandotts,
Hiack Luangshan and Duff Cochin pul-
leta' eggs all welghed not far from 24
ounces per dozen, As will be geen, the
varlation In the welght of the egyge
wis considerable, Raling the lightest
eggs (those from Single Comb Brown
l.oghorn pullets) at 13% cents per
dozen, the prevalling murket price In
North Carollng when these tests were
